There she sat. a small wizened, 
and rather frightened old woman, 
looking with faint! apprehensive 
eves into the face of the man on the 
other side of the office table. for this 
was to her poordinary man. He was 
an Oficial. Aud to he although she 
bad been in England so long that ber 
recollections of her native Russia 
were as hazy as some half-forgotten 
dream, the word still awoke ancient 
inhibitions 

And the Official had sent fer her! 
That very morning his letter had 
come, delivered to he tiny sinm 
cottace in the nenrt f the Wi tte 
chapél Ghetto. Her daughter (born 


in Lomion), had translated “ They 
Want to see vow at the bo ri, 
mother,’ bhe had said. At 
th Moard’’’ the old woman had 
Harn \\ bat have 
done’?’”’ And “Warum ? she had 
Cuntinued to ask herself ever since, 
Ppuzziing her poor tired old mind 
until ber headached. length 
the appointed tiume,had arrived. 
and tne porter had her into 
tne oes 

Bot now her Spirits rose lor this 
was the office wher: had several 
times seen the Crormmittes Here 


Was where she had appeared 
bye fore those kind fcentiemen who 
were always 80 ood to hei Oniy a 
few weeks back, the centlemen had 
asked her, hail half 
scriousiv, “Isn't it time vou retired 
from business, mother? And had 
laughed gentivy at her indignant 
reply that she would not know what 
to do with herself if she gave up her 
barrow. ‘They had given her money 
with which to buy potatoes and 
cabbages. And the Official was the 
one who always sat at the same 
table. But listen! he had begun to 
speak. 

The Official spoke. The old 
woman's eves lost their frightened 
ex; ression. ‘They became round with 
wonder. Almost they sparkled again, 
as they did when she was a young 
giri in ** Der Hem.’ She drew a 
deep breath. What did the Official 
say’ Someone had sent some money 
to the Board—she was to have a 
holiday? Lieber Gott! A holiday? 
Whry, she had never left London 
hardivy been out of the Fast End 
~—since she came to England 40 vears 
ago! A holiday at the seaside’? She 
had forgotten what the sea looked 
like! And— panic gripped her 
suddenly—what would become of her 
barrow while she was away’? She 
would lose all] her customers! 

The Official c ntinued. Someone 
(blessings upon their hé@ads!) had 
sent a sum of money to the Board so 
that a poor o!d woman might havea 
holiday. And the Board had chosen 
her, because she was honest and 
hard-working, and might like a few 
days at the seaside. And she could 
have her daughter with her for 
cSmpany. Oh ! God was goo tand His 
mercy sure! “I suppose vou'll 
need some smart clothes,’ sant the 
Official, his eyes twinkling, * you'll 
have to be smart at the seaside you 
know, like all the other girist”’ 
The old woman lifted her hands ina 
characteristicalls deprecating 
gesture. Many thanks, but she had 
sufficient clothes. In particular she 
hada tine dress that she wore only on 
High Holy-days.. She had brought it 
with her from ** Der Hem,” buat it 
was still as good as new. That would 
do nicely for the seaside. . . . 

The official arranged for a substi- 
tute to look after the barrow in the 
old woman’s absence, and her mis- 
givings thus dispelled, she departed 
happuy, her last action being to dash 
angr.ly away a solitary tear, which, 
in spite of herself, stole down her 
cheek. 

The door closed behind her and 
there was a moment’s strange silence 
in the office. The Official summoned 
the next case. N.C.20887 had been 
dealt with. The Board's work 
went on. ..

gress. A newspaper report announces that the 
ineeting began with an attack on the Jews, and 
the opening speaker, who hailed from Rumania, 
confided to its members that as long as the 
Jewish problem was unsolved trae Fascist life 
was impossible in Europe.

took steps to defend themselves against this unanimous Fascist 
hostility they would be denounced as the enemies of the 
Fascist cause, and indeed of all white men, not to say blacks. 
Incidentally, although “true Fascist life is impossible in Europe” 
with the international Jewish problem unsolved, Fascism seems to be 
able to keep alive with tolerable comfort in Italy. Two things, 
however, are observable in this meeting. The first is that Sir 
Oswald Mosley was not present. The second is that General O Duffy, 
of the Irish Blueshirt Movement, was! Yet the General, only last 
year, assured a Jewish interviewer, Mr. E. M. Solomons, that he was 
not an anti-Semite, did not associate the Jews with Communism, and 
counted among his friends a number of Jews. That last assurance 
should clinch the matter! 


Tue Conference passed two resolutions. In one of them it 
washed its hands of “ a universal hate campaign 
against Jewry as a whole.” In the second, it 
declared “ war" on“ many individuals and Jewish 
groups,” for théir alleged sins. The procedure 
is familiar. War, not on the Jewish people as a whole, but only on 
sections of them! In practice, of course, it is conducted in such a 
vague fashion and over such a wide front, that the whole of 
Jewry is, in fact, attacked. No sensible man in this country is 
deceived by the Fascist hair-splitting. He is only disgusted by racial 
attacks based on silly fictions, and by the howl which the Fascists 
set up about Jewish hostility, whenever a Jew dares to defend his 
people. Happily, the Conference, according to the MANCHESTER 
GivARDIAN, developed “complete disagreement on nearly all 
important questions it discussed.” Is it significant that the differ.

A GENTLEMAN, Me. Arthur J. M. Cohen, calling himself “ an 
English Jew and an old Oxford man,” has written 
a letter to the Daity TELEGRAPH protesting 
against the appointment of the distinguished 
German-Jewish classical scholar, Dr. Eduard 
Fraenkel, to the Corpus Christi Professorship of 
the Latin. Language and Literature at Oxford. He regards it as 
“deplorable that so coveted a post as an Oxford Professorship 
should be allotted to a foreigner on sentimental grounds,’ and 
asks whether there are no English

for the position. To this miserable communication came a 
stinging reply from “an old Oxonian of unmixed ‘Aryan’ 


descent,’ Mr. D. H. C, May, dissociating himself from the perverted 
patriotism of Mr. Cohen. “I doubt,” writes this gentleman, 
“ whether any non-Jewish Oxonian could have been found to sign 
such a letter; adding that “it takes.an English Jew to lean as far 
backwards, in his efforts to appear perfectly upright.”” The rebuke 
is as richly earned as it is humiliating to the Jews in general. 
What curious mentality is it that drives some Jews to an 
ultra-patriotism which only earns them the disgust of their fellow 
citizens, and what malign Jewish destiny is it which produces such 
short-sighted co-religionists in the face of all the teachings of 
history, not excluding the German experience ? 


Mr. COHEN does not admit, apparently, that science, art and 
literature are international ; and it would seem 
that he would “ racialise” these intellectual 
activities, after the true Nazi model. As citizens, 
and as Jews, we repudiate this retrograde and 
disastrous attitude. Even the assumption that Dr. Fraenkel’'s 
appointment was guided by sentimental reasons rather than those 
of academic fitness is challenged by Mr. May and another corres- 
pondent (an Oxford Don). Moreover, Dr. Fraenkel is not the only 
foreigner to be given a Chair in the Oxford College referred to. 
In a word, Mr. Cohen's letter may voice the misguided views of 
some Jews, but its accent is not the Oxford accent. As for the 
patriotic standpoint, the truth is tersely put by the Os3erver: 
“It is not the first time that foreign persecution has brouzht 
valuable recruits to our citizenship.’ There we may leave this 
rather sad episode.

Jewish Anti-Indianiéin Denied 


GANDHI'S VIEWS CITED 


Tn THE JEWISH CHRONICLE of Novembor 9th, a letter was published. 


from Mr. H. $8. L. Polak in which that gentleman quoted an Indian paper, 
the LEADER of Allahabad. which accused Jews in South Africa of being 
“to great responsible for the. injustices, ill-treatment 
indignities to which Indians are subjected there,” 

Mr. Polak tacitly supported the Indian paper's accusation and urged 
the Jewish leaders in South Africa to warn the Community there against 
any association with racial prejudice, “even thoug! 
their material advantage to side with the oppressor.” 

These statements have resulted in a letter being written tothe Indian 
paper by Mr. H. Kallenbach, an architect of Johnannesbarg, South Africa, 
in which he strongly challenges their justification. ‘* There may be rare 
and single instances,” he writes, “ where petty Jewish traders in the 
small villages were and are opposed to the Indian traders,” but he 
declares : 

“ The South African Jewish community, a3 a whole, and their leaders 
have definitely never been anti-Indian. The Jewish community in th'g 
country are definitely sympathetic to the unfortunate Indians in the 
Union. Ido not know of a single Jew prominent in any sphere of life in 
South Africa who has been guilty of aiding any agitation against Indians, 
or in the formulation of any anti-Indian legislation. On the contrary, my 
friend Mr. M. Alexander, K.C., M.P., a prominent Jewish leader of Cape 
Town, has for many many years done his utmost, both within and out of 
Parliament, to assist the Indian community. There are a number of 
other prominent Jews who have done likewise. The influence that the 
Jews of South Africa possess in regard to legislation generally, and anti- 
Indian legislation more particularly, is practically nil. It should be well 
known to you that the anti-Indian legislation is based largely on colour 
prejudice in social and economic fields ; but the Jews, as such, have little 
of such prejudice. 

“I know that Mr. Polak held the opinion he has now given expression 
to in his letter in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, when he was associated at 
Johannesburg with our mutual friend, Mr. M. K. Gandhi. But as far as I 
remember, the latter did not share Mr. Polak’s views. Mr. Polak’s com- 
munication to THE JEWISH CHRONICLE displays deplorable ignorance of 
South African conditions and constitutes a grave injustice to his own 
people.”

The answer is to be found in -a single 
paragrap of a long article in this column on the Hebrew revival 
movement. In this paragraph, | admitted that Yiddish had a great 
literature: . Bat I went on to say that it was the language of our 
subjection and the badge of captivity; that it smelt with the reek 
of the Polish slum3; that it conjured up the Jewish helot and 
the ragged Jew kicked from country to country, spat upon 
and scorned; that it was not born on Jewish soil, and was not 
the language of our glorious past and the future that is to be. but 
the product of just one era of Jewish history, and that an era 
which we all long to cast into the bottomless pit. So I hoped it 
would die and that Hebrew would one day regain the vogue 
which Yiddish now enjoys. What, in substance, does this amount 
to? It can be stated in a few sentences: Yiddish is reminiscent of 
an age of Jewish humiliation and sorrow—as such, I hate it. To day 
we are striving to create a brave new Jewish world on our ancestral 
soil, and to revive the glories of our great past. If we cannot shake 
the dust of the unwalled Ghettoes from our feet, let us at least shed 
their language, and put in its place the Holy Tongue which is the 
language of our heroic revival and the “key to our prison. Is 
there ‘anything in this to send my critic into tantrums?

It 
represents my reaction tp Yiddish. If it is not the reaction of 
Mr, Hodess, then all I can say is that it is a matter of personal fee! 
ings about which it is simply futile to argue. Mr. Hodess tells me 
that Yiddish reflects the life of the multitude of the Jewish 
people, that it mirrors the sorrow of many periods, and 
that it reflects varying phases of Jewish life in many countries. 
Quite so. 
said, it produces, precisely on that account, a feeling of dislike 
in me. I want our peop'e to get away from tiat mournful 
heritage in the joyful spirit of the Jewish re-birth, and gradually 
to substitute for it the language of our great past and what 
we hope will be our great future. That way lies the refresh. 
ment of the Jewish spirit and the increase of its hope. If it be 
true that Yiddish has been a “ unifying bond for scattered Jewry,” 
then all I can say is that I am thankful for it and that I wish 
Hebrew had fulfilled that function. I hope it will in the 
future. Me. Hodess asks me what language has kept Hebrew alive 
through several centuries. Yiddish, is his answer. Then why 
is it to-day necessary to create a Hebrew revival? One usually 
revives a thing that is dead. There is no miracle in putting the 
breath of life into something which has never lost it. If what Mr. 
Hlodess intended to convey ‘was that it was Yiddish that preserved 
at any rate a spark of life in Hebrew then again I am grateful for 
the service, but I prefer it to be continued by a strong movement 
definitely aiming not at the fanning of a spark of life but at a full 
and vigorous existence, 
EALLY, when one reads these dithyrambics about Yiddish, one 
almost begins.to wonder which is the “Holy Tongue’ — 
Hebrew or the Jargon? lLIobserve that Professor Brodetsky holds 
that Yiddish “ possesses a certain element of holiness” (how much, 
he (oes not of course calculate). Apparently, therefore, we have 
two “ Holy Tongues.” This is taking us somewhere, and no mis- 
take! For myself, I am content with one—the language of our 
fathers which has been the “ Holy Tongue ” from time immemorial. 
According to my assailant, however, the problem is solved by 
Calling Yiddish the sister language of Hebrew—its “young but ever 
faithful sister.” Nonsense! The basis of Yiddish is German. But

that it was not the business of the Talmud Torah to prosecate people ; 


they had taken on office for the purpose of putting the Institution in 
proper working order. 
Mr. WERNICK endorsed Mr. Glassman's remarks. 


The CHAIRMAN said that when he took on office there were debts 


amounting to £14,000 of which he knew nothing. He had taken on the 
work primarily for the benefit of the 400 poor Jewish children who ought | 
to be educated in Judaism.

From evidence given by the witnesses it Was apparent that there was 
no attempt at suicide. The post-mortem examination revealed that both 
lungs of the deceased were very congested and he had a weak heart. The 
Coroner said that it was a clear case of accidental death and recorded a 
verdict according|ly. 

Mr. Witte told a _ representative of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
immediately after the inquest that he was anxious to dispel any ramours 
that were being circulated in the East End regarding the Talmud Torah 
since the death of Mr. Frankel. The funds of the Talmud Torah were

The Talmud Torah and the Federation

To THE EpITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 


Sirn,—Mr. Witte’s version of the interview between him and his two 
colleagues and the Honorary Officers of the Federation is entirely 
inaccurate except his statement that the meeting had taken place and 
that he had attended it. For the sake of the Talmud Torah members and 
the public at large, I am submitting to your readers the corroborative corres 
pondence available. In accordance with the custom of the Federation a 
letter was sent to the Secretary of the Talmud Torah containing a 
summary of the discussion that had taken place during the interview in 
question, Both this letter and the reply which the Talmud Terah 
had sent me, after my communication had been discussed at a Committec 
meeting, presided over by Mr. Witte, are most damning evidence, On the 
lith of this month I wrote to the Secretary of the Talmud Torah as follows : 

On the 10th October a letter was received from you in which you write 
that the Talmud Torah is prepared to submit new additional guarantors and 
would make a payment of £100 towards the reduction of the outstanding loan. 
In order, however, to come to some definite arrangements regarding the 
repayment of the loan at the same time, Mr. Witte, the President of the 
Talmud Torah, would be pleased if a further interview would be granted to 
the representatives of the Talmud Torah. It was in response to this request 
that a special meeting took place last ‘Thursday. 

Mr. Witte at first asked the Honorary Officers what he had been called for 
as he had nothing to say. When he was shown your letter, he curtly replied 
‘One cannot remember letters written in October.’’ The surprise occasioned 
by his whole attitude was greatly heightened on his making the further remark 
that your Institution will be prepared to pay £100 towards the reduction of the 
outstanding loan—the money which you have apparently received expressly 
for this purpose, and which you had already in hand on the 10th October, but 
would give no new guarantors. 

The fact that a deputation was invited at his request to receive the names 
of the additional guarantors and to deal with the repayment of the outstanding 


loan, was clearly indicative of the desire on the part of the Federation to reach 
an amicable settlement. 


It is a great pity that vour President's definite refusal to give us new 
guarantors and to discuss, the whole matter should oblige us now to write 
directiyv to the remaining guarantors. 

The purpose of these lines is to place on record the very remarkable 
attitude of your President. 

In reply I reccived, dated the twelfth, the following letter from the 
Temporary Honorary Secretary : 

[ thank you for your letter of the 11th instant. 


I wish to inform you thata Committee Meeting was held last night and 
your letter was read out to the meeting. 


As you are aware the original guarantors offered, have since withdrawn. In 
accordance with your request for new additional guarantors, the Chairman 
appealed to the members of the Committee but without result. 

However, | am instracted to inform you that the Committee are still 
prepared to stand by their original intention and offered to pay £100 in reduc- 
tion of the outstanding loan, on condition. that a five-years moratorium be 
granted. 

It will be noticed that my statement of what actually did transpire at 
the meeting, including the very grave charge against Mr. Witte himself, 
was not challenged by him and that no protest was sent to me as a result 
thereof. The reply merely contained a further flimsy excuse why new 
guarantors cannot be submitted now—Mr. Witte himself, withdrawing his 
former offer to become a guarantor—and an offer of £100 as first repay- 
ment, after two-and-a-half years, on the outstanding loan of £2,000 on 
preposterous conditions,

THE DANGEROUS ARAB PRESS 

In a leading article in the Davar, attention is called to the 
malicious anti-Jewish propaganda in the Arab Press and the serious 
consequences that may result to public peace and security from 
such a systematic agitation. 


The libellous statements against the Jewish people and the false- 
hoods disseminated throughout Palestine and other neighbouring countries, 
the paper remarks, are bound to poison Arab public opinion, The 
Government, folly aware of the danger, has imposed certain regula- 
tions. Unfortunately, the incitement continues. In their editorial 
comments, the manner in which the news is presented and in the 
very headlines, the Arab papers convey a contempt and hatred 
not for merely the Jews in Palestine but for the whole of the 
Jewish people. It never misses an opportunily to insult the Jewish 
race, to writen a triumphant tone about the persecution of the Jews in 
other countries, always emphasising that the Jews are robbing the Arabs 
of their country and taking away their livelihood, thus poisoning the 
mind of the Arab masses. The unbridled Arab Press constitutes a 
growing and permanent danger to the Yishuv. It is the duty of those 
responsible for the administration .of the Palestine Mandate to put an 
end tothe danger. In any other country, a paper is suppressed if it openly 
insults another section of the Community, yet in Palestine the Arab Press 
is permitted to libel the Jewish people. The Jewish National Home, the 
article observes, is an integral part of the Palestine Mandate; and it isthe 
duty of the Mandatory Power to restrain the Arab Press. A respectful 
attitude towards the Jewish people is the least that may be expected. It 
is inadmissible that a Nazior half-Nazi journal should appear in Palestine 
with the object of insulting the Jews, and it is the duty of the authorities 
to sce to it that a minimum of decent relations between the two peoples 
should be observed, especially when the security of public order is 
involved, 


Those who have occasion to readthe Arab Press cannot but 
share the concern expressed in the DAvAr. The freedom of the 
Press is a valuable asset but even-if the Palestine Constitution had 
no provisions for the Jewish National Home, the insulting of a 
community in the country should be disallowed. 


DUBNOW’'S MONUMENT TO RUSSIAN JEWISH LITERATURE

in the This book by the great Russian Jewish 
historian and philosopher covers the long period from 186) to the 
Kishinev pogrom and constitutes remarkable chapters in Russian 
Jewish history.

The YIDDISHE STIMME, in noting this book,. reproduces the author's 
foreword in which he explains why this and the subsequent volume were 
written in Russian, “It may seem peculiar,” Dubnow writes, “that my 

‘memoirs should be printed in Russian, considering that Jewish literature 
has ceased to exist in that language. My works should have appeared 
in the Jewish and other languages, but [ have written it in Russian for 
the following reasons: F .rstly, because the documents upon which I base 
the memoirs are in Russian, and I thought it essential to print them in 
the original. Secondly, because 1 wanted to write my last work in the 
language which has served my more important literary activities for over 
forty years. At one time, laspired to raise Russian Jewish literature to 
the high level of the modern universal literature of the Jews in the 
Diaspora. After the breakdown of the great Jewish centre in Russia, 
however, I was fated to bury that ho;e; and before leaving my father- 
land had to deliver a funeral oration over the prematurely decayed 
literature representing two generations. And now, after my return to 
the two languages of our people, I want to pay my last tribute to the 
dead by putting up a monument to its language. The book will shortly 
appear also in both Jewish languages.” 


It is clear from these pathetic words that the eminent historian 
considers Jewish literature in Russia as dead. Jewish scholarship, 
Jewish history and anything connected with the Jewish spirit is 
taboo in Soviet Russia. Simon Dubnow, after forty years of labour 
in the Russian language, closes the evening of his brilliant scholarly 
activity with putting up a monument to the dead. He is returning 
—-has indeed already returned during the last few years—to the 
“two languages of our people” as he says. He has redeemed the 
promise he at one time made to his friend Ahad Ha'am that he 
would write Hebrew—and what a natural readable Hebrew it is'— 
and he writes Yiddish with that easy grace which is characteristic 
of all his works.

STREICHER’S FUTURE 


Stories That Conflict 


ACTIVITIES UNDIMINISHED 


There have lately been many rumours about the future of 
Jalius Streicher, the bravest anti-Semite of them all. His imminent 
fall was forecast when it was announced that Dr. Goebbels, fulfilling 
his task of Public Enlightenment, had forbidden the sale and 
aistribution of picture postcards showing him in company with 
Hitler, who used to be a close personhl friend of his. The ban 
proved £ nuine enough, but the 8-Unr BLATT of Nuremberg found 
its origin notin the Propaganda Ministry but in the aesthetic 
sensibilities of Herr Streicher himself, who objected’ to the post- 
cards on artistic grounds and not for other reasons, as insinuated 
by “emigrant and other hostile newspapers abroad.” 

- There is a contrary rumour that he is to be promoted. Hell. 
muth Brackner, a Nazi who still advocates the socialist part of the 
party programme, has been deprived of the governorship of Silesia 
wd expelled from the party. Group-leader Wagner has been 
appointed temporary Governor in ‘his place and it is strongly 
rumoured that Herr Streicher will be appointed to the post in April. 
He would obviously not be appointed before the Saar plebiscite, and 
there is little significance to be attached to his denial and the denial 
of the Propaganda Ministry that he has already been appointed. Yet 
the reason for such an appointment is not easy to come by. Herr 
Streicher s activities have long since restricted themselves to Jew. 
baiting, a branch of the party programme that is increasingly 
considered by responsible leaders to have outlived its usefulness. 
Moreover, Herr Streicher fancies himself as the uncrowned king of 
Franconia and might not appreciate his removal to the wider but 
distant eastern territory, although it still has 25,000 Jews not 
yet baited out of existence. The theory that he would standa better 
chance of assassination near the Upper Silesian border, and that 
such an event would justify a further attack upon Herr Briickner's 
left-wing followers need not be taken too seriously. 

Yet another story suggests that his Franconian popularity is 
undiminished. He has apparently been presented with an 
illuminated address by over eighty small communities in the 
Hilpaltstein district, bestowing civic freedom upon him as “the 
first man to liberate Franconia from the Jewish yoke.” 

Herr Streicher's activities continue. He has just returned from 
& propaganda tour of the country. Wherever he spoke he urged his 
listeners to adopt the policy introduced by him in Franconia, 
“where Jews already dare not enter many places and molest Aryans 
with business offers.” His visit to Hesse has already borne fruit, 
for the Nazi Party administration of Nidda has issued a manifesto 
against the “impudent Jews” who venture to enter “Aryan” 
business houses with trading proposals. The manifesto urges with 
a reticence exceptional for Nazis that they should be “ kicked ina 
certain part of their bodies” and sent flying downstairs. The Nazi 
leader of Waldeck has also risen to the occasion by obtaining 
publication in the WALDECKSCHE LANDESZEITUNG of a demand for 
registration of the names of all “Aryans” who trade or even 
associate with Jews, “so that they shall go down to history as 
traitors to the Nazi cause.” 

Returning to Nuremberg, he delivered a speech on behalf of 
the Winter Relief Campaign. In his appeal for funds, he said that 
the “ Aryans” were, in the Christmas spirit, stretching out their 
hands to their enemies. In his next speech, delivered to the Labour 
Front, he returned to the attack on Jewish racial admixture. “If 
adam is not soon built, if laws are not soon enacted laying down 
severe penalties for sexual relations with Jews,” he declared, “the 
victory of National Socialism will have been in vain. To-day, we 
Promise, all of us: That we will not buy of Jews, thus showing that 
We are Christians; and that we will keep our blood pure. . . . 
Enlighten your children. . . . Guard your daughters from a 
tragic end, keep them a little longer ab home rather than let them 
60 oul unenlightened and unprotected in the world, where they will 
be ruined, body and soul.”

‘ssociate with German women should be sentenced to death. He 
asserted that the blood corpuscles of a Jew were quite different 
from those of a Nordic person, but hitherto there had been a SUC:

*ntral Franconia, through the work of the Franconian leader, 
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Julius Streicher, its best and most understanding repercussion 
among the people—the Jewish question. He showed that the 
nations in all countries have become aware of the sinister activities 
of Jewry, and that the Jew is being increasingly pushed aside every- 
Where, even outside Germany. Pastor Miinchmeyer referred in this 
connection to the STUERMER, the weekly which, outside of Central 
ranconia, reveals the true countenance of the world Jew, and opens 
the eyes of all who want to see to the danger that Jewry is to all 
humanity, That is the great accomplishment of the STUBRMER and 
of Gauleiter Julius Streicher, Pastor Miinchmeyer said, that he 
saw the Jewish question in time, and that he shows what is wrong 
with the Jew. The work of throwing light on the activities of 
Jewry is carried on by no one in Germany better than by the 
STCERMER. The people are roused by it, and that is why this paper 
is indispensable to everyone, and those who do not hold this opinion 
have not yet grasped the Jewish question.” It is to be hoped that 
the postal authorities will now be able to trace Pastor Muinchmeyer, 
50 that he may enlighten the Court at Berne. 

Speaking at a public meeting of the Nazi Hago (Artisans’ 
Association) in Hildesheim, District-leader Schlotter announced the 
names of two local people who had “ preferred to buy of aliens.” 
Che chief speaker of the evening, the Nazi leader Herr Holtz of 
Nuremberg, one ‘of the editors of the STUERMER, praised this pro- 
cedure and urged them to draw up lists on these lines. The Chamber 
of Artisanship of Biclefeld has sent out a circular to all local master 
handicraftsmen calling on them “to chase your wives out of doors 
when they thoughtlessly buy of Jews.” Employees of handicraft 
organisations who buy of Jews are to be immediately dismissed. 

A new campaign against Jewish landlords has now sprung up 
in Franconia as a result of the case of a Director of the Reichsbank, 
Dr. Koeppen. This Director, it was alleged, had evicted a Nazi tenant 
who was in arrears with his rent. General Goering had delivered 
inflammatory speeches to the effect that Nazi Germany was not bound 
by the letter of the law, and that the people were free to mani- 
fest theirsentiments. The “ people” promptly reactedin Franconia, 
where the tenants presented, through their association, a collec- 
tive demand to the Jewish landlords for a “ voluntary" twenty-five 
per cent. reduction of rentals. Those who might be reluctant to 
fall in “ voluntarily” with the wishes of the Nazis were reminded 
of the case of Dr. Koeppen and that “ popular feeling " and not the 
written law is what counts in present-day Germany. 

Another victory for Julius Streicher is recorded in the 
announcement that the Hindenburg Technical College in Nurem. 
berg is now completely judenrein. The students’ leader sent the 
following telegram to Herr Streicher: “ Wish to report Hindenburg 


College as first German technical school completely cleared of Jews, 
Heil, Hitler!" 


Nazi Doctors and “ Racial Purity ” 


Yet the most dangerous evidence of anti-Semitic lunacy comes 
from Firth, where a cvonference of over 500 National Socialist 
doctors has been held. Herr Streicher, in an opening address, 
expressed his appreciation of the work the medical profession had 
performed in the struggle for German racial purity. Nuremberg, 
he said, was the cradle of German anti-Semitism, and he, as 
founder of that movement, was called to enlist the German 
medical profession under its banner. The chief speaker, Dr. 
Steck, leader of the Nazi Medical Corps, criticised the Government 
for not taking severe measures to safeguard * Aryan” purity. “ We 
demand more drastic laws for the protection of German women,” 
he said. “Jews who offend in this direction must be severely 
punished. The German woman who similarly offends commits a 
crime against the German race and treason against the National. 
Socialist State. She who poisons the German blood or allows her 
blood to be poisoned, poisons the entire German race, An offence 
against the German race is treason, and should be punishable as 
such.” The conference then passed a resolution advocating the 
immediate sterilisation, loss of citizenship and imprisonment in a 
labour camp of all German women guilty of relations with “non- 
Arvans.” For the Jew it demanded sterilisation, imprisonment for 
five vears, confiscation of all his property, and deportation as an 
undesirable alien. This resolution was telegraphed to Dr. Frick, 
the Minister of the Interior: In a subsequent speech to 10,000 
workmen, Herr Streicher warmly approved the resolution. 

Commenting on the resolution, the PRANKFURTER ZEITUNG 
pointed out that it includes within its scope already existing mixed 
marriages. “By law even new mixed marriages are not forbidden, 
although they are frowned upon. In view of the often quoted 
utterances of the Reich Minister of the Interior, one might consider 
that the Firth demands are among those which only too easily 
assist in promoting mistaken or intentionally distorted views on 
German affairs.” Another article deals with a statement by the 
FE RAENKISCHE TAGESZEITUNG to the effect that the decision was 
taken amid universal enthusiasm. “As far as the Firth meeting 
is concerned,” the FRANKFURTER commented “we cannot examine 
this assertion. However, we believe we may say that there 
are hundreds of thousands of faithful supporters of Adolf 
Hitler, including those who have helped to create and rule the Nazi 
State, who do not share the universal enthusiasm, if only by reason 
of the fact, among others, that there is no question here of checking 
Jewish influence in authoritative spheres of public and civic life, 
such as led to the promulgation of the Aryan paragraphs hitherto. 
Moreover, such measures are not even provided for in the published 
Nazi programme, to say nothing of the humanitarian considerations 
which might be brought forward. We therefore have reason to 
assume that there is a large number of fellow-Germans who see In 
a demonstration such as the Firth resolution neither a practical 
advantage for German State policy, nor a means towards creating 
the true spirit of collaboration. When talk is made in Firth of a 
public desire, which is then given full publicity in the I RAENKISCHE 
TAGESZEITUNG, it would be fitting, too, to hear the opinion of those 
who serve the German cause none the less truly, but who turn 
away with displeasure from resolutions such as this.

Anti-Jewish ‘Terror 
Will the Troops Stop It? 


Dr. Rilf, Rabbi of Saarbriicken, 
January Ist to settle in Palestine. His place will be taken by 
Dr. Lothar Rothschild, who was born at Karlsruhe in 1909, 
graduated at the Jewish Theological Seminary and the University 
of Breslau, and has been Rabbi of Basle since 1952. 

It may be remembered that last month Rabbi Rilf issued a 
public statement in reply to allegations by Julius Streicher and 
others that the Jews of the Saar are engaged in an anti-German 
terror. In the course of it he said: “Let us take a glance at the 
records of the past two years, think of all we have daily suffered, 
and then ask a single question. When, at Dillingen, in a cafe, a 
young man was assaulted without cause and beaten till he bled 
simply because he was a Jew; when, at Pattlingen, all the houses 
were covered with posters one night calling on the population not 
to buy from the Jews; when, at Saarbriicken, the same command 
appeared in the form of labels stuck on the windows of Jewish shops ; 
when, in the country districts, the women's associations forbid their 
members to buy in Jewish shops or go to Jewish doctors; when, in 
many villages, the proprietors of cafés and restaurants beg Jews to 
keep away for fear of being boycotted by various groups ; when Jewish 
merchants of Saarbriicken receive threatening letters; when the 
walls of the Jewish cemetery of Saarbriicken are besmirched by the 
gigantic inscription, ‘ Death to the Jews cures the ills of the Saar’; 
when the measures taken against Jewish children in the schools 
have assumed such a dangerous form that the Government 
Commission has been obliged, despite the customary reserve of its 
Education Section, to publish an unusually sharp order against 
such barbarity—what do these things indicate? A Jewish terror or 
a terror against the Jews?” : 

Unfortunately, there is every evidence that this two-year perse- 
cution is continuing, though one hopes it: will be diminished by the 
presence of international troops. In the course of an article 
entitled “Jews Flee from the Saar: Secret Nazi Boytott,’ the 
special correspondent of the DaiLy Express writes: “ Wealthy 
Jewish business men whose families have lived in the Saar valley 
for generations are leaving . . . The biggest general store in 
Saarbriicken, a well-established and respected Jewish concern, is 
closing, and the proprietor is opening another over the border in 
France, where his wealth will be safe from the wave of anti-Semitic 
persecution that is already lashing its way across the Saar. Huge 
red placards, ‘Sale of stock. Everything to be disposed of, decorate 
the fronts of Jewish shops in every city in the Saar. I spoke to an 
employee in one of the biggest men’s outfitting stores in Saarbriicken, 
a well-known Jewish firm. ‘Why the sale?’ ‘Fear!’ ‘Where are 
you going to move to?’ ‘France.’ Only two words, but they tell 
the tragic story of Jewry in the Saar. Two reasons are responsible 
for the sudden flight of the Jews: 1. French traders will no longer 
advance credit to Saar business men of whatever race, in view of the 
political uncertainty ; 2. The drastic boycott of Jewish shops secretly 
ordered by the ‘German Front,’ the Nazi organisation in the Saar. A 
number of Saar Jews have already adopted French citizenship, and 
those who have not sold or transferred their businesses are liquidat- 
ing, ready to close down at a moment's notice and escape to Luxem- 
berg or France. The Nazi boycott of Jewish doctors has become so 
stringent that patients visit Jewish physicians at night so that their 
faces will not be seen by Nazi spies... . ,. The result of the perse- 
cution is that Jews avoid theatres, concerts and restaurants and 
keep strictly to themselves to avoid molestation in the streets.” 

A message from one of our own correspondents confirms that the 
Nazi boycott of the Jews is growing daily. Even a Nazi doctor at 
Saarbrticken, who was called as a specialist to see a Jewish patient, 
declined to do so, 

The National Sick Insurance League for the Saar has issued an 
announcement containing the following warning: ‘ Conscienceless 
elements are again trying to damage our enterprise by means of 
lies and distortions. We therefore find ourselves compelled to 
make it perfectly clear that: (1) Our enterprise was established 
only by National Socialists. The Board, the Control Council and 
the members are exclusively Aryans; (2) We do not admit Jews to 
our Fund under any conditions; (3) The fact that after three years 


of work we have 70,000 insured members is the best proof of con- 
fidence in our enterprise.”

The Nazi campaign to capture the Saar Press has resulted 
in very interesting and encouraging events. The anti-Nazi 
WESTLAND, which has been carrying on a persistent campaign 
for the status quo, has within a few days died and been resur.- 
rected. Evidently fearing its influence, agents of Dr. Goebbels 
succeeded in buying it up for 200,000 francs, with the inten. 
tion of reversing its policy on the eve of the plebiscite. On 
learning the true state of affairs, the staff of WesTLANp struck 
work. Negotiations for continuing the old policy of the paper having 
failed, the staff has now set up a new paper called GrenzLanp. 
The former printers also refused to set up WeSTLAND in its new 
form. One issue of the new WESTLAND, did, however, appear in an 
edition of 1,500,000 copies, given away free in the Saar in the form 
of a Nazi propagandist sheet of the purest water. It contained, 
among other things, a“ pogrom-list ” of persons, mostly Jewish, who 
were alleged to have given money to the Anti-Nazi United Front.

Better Elements Struggling for Expression 


. Rte pane ago we were able to publish reports of some incidents 
i Se ed to indicate that the better elements in the German 
people are struggling for expression. Here, we are glad to say, are 
bik more, 

Franz Wildenberg, a member of the Order of German Youth, 
a purely “Aryan” organisation, has entered a protest against the 
anti-Jewish posters spread by the Nazis everywhere, declaring that 
they are contrary to the Nazi spirit and that if the local authorities 
do not suppress them, he is prepared, as a Nazi, to submit the 
matter to bigher authorities. 

A Nazi agitator, Herr Orlowski, has been arrested on the repre- 
sentations of Church leaders, who complained that he had deeply 
offended Christianity by his statements at Nazi meetings in Kiel, 
Breslau, Poisdam and other places, declaring that Christianity, 
Bolshevism and Capitalism originated from Jews and that 
Christianity was nothing else but a product of the Jewish inferiority 
complex. This story, unfortunately, is cancelled in its effect 
by the arrest in Cologne of a Jesuit priest, Father Joseph Spiker, on 
the ground that he had “ aroused the anger of the people” by his 
defence of the Old Testament. 

The Catholic Hospital at Frankfort has rejected a demand by 
the Nazi Cell that a baptised Jew, Doctor Klemens, should be 
dismissed from the staff. The Catholic authorities informed the 
Cell that as Dr. Klemens was now a Catholic there was no ground 
for dismissing him, as the Catholic retigion regarded all Catholics 
as being equal. This flouting of racial anti-Semitism has been 
made possible by the fact that the Hospital has ample funds of its own 
and does not depend on the subsidy it gets from the Municipality. 

Butter dealers living near Rothselberg, who come into the town 
of Kaiserslautern on market days, continue to buy goods from the 
Jewish department store in spite of criticism in the local organ, the 
RHEIN-FRONT. 

An attempt made by the Nazis to deprive an “Aryan” of the 
right to bring up his “Aryan” child by his first wife, because his 
second wife was “ non-Aryan” has failed. The Bavarian Supreme 
Court declared that it was impossible to introduce a general rule 
that a“ non-Aryan” woman could not bring up an “Aryan” child 
of her “Aryan” husband as a good, loyal citizen, and that such 
cases must be decided on their merits. In’ the case under con- 
sideration the Court found that the Nazi fears for the welfare of the 
child were unjustified. 

The Municipality of Zwiesel, in Bavaria, has removed the 
notice exhibited in the town for some time that Jews were not 
desired there.

The most interesting feature of the agenda for the Annual 
Grand Lodge Conference to be held at Absa House, Commercial 
Road, E., on December 25th and 26th, is formal notice by the 
Executive Council of the withdrawal of the resolution to secede

The Executive Council's resolution is 
conditional on the ratification of the approved revision of the 
Association's Constitutiou: it also seeks authority to nominate from 
the elected delegates the prescribed number of members to serve 
upon the Executive Committee of the Association. At the termina- 
tion of the Conference a dinner will be held at the Westminster 
Palace Rooms, S.W., when a presentation will be made to Bro. Jack 
Wright, immediate Past Grand President. 


Some disappointment has been expressed that, as a result of intense 
opposition at a meeting of Lodge Officers and at the last Grand Lodge 
meeting, progress cannot be made with the scheme for the centralisation 
of the collection of contributions in the London area. Any change in 
methods of diministration always encounters difficulties. According to a 
view expressed by, a prominent official, the old system will operate for the 
time being but in the near future some similar effort must be made to 
modernise the machinery employed for administration purposes. 

JUVENILE SECTION: The rapidly growing juvenile section—there is 
now a contributing membership exceeding a thousand—displayed con- 
siderable activity during the Chanucah Festival. Groups have been 
formed under a novel system of management, containing leaders and 
workers who make it their special duty to cater for the needs of the 
children.

The Royal Society of Portrait Painters 

The Roval Institute Galleries have now been repanelled and

Picasso at the Tate 

In Room 10 of the Tate Gallery there is a temporary exhibition 
of sixteen pictures by Picasso, lent by Hugh Willoughby. In the 
middie of the far wall is a painting of “A Guitar on a Wall,” which 
bas beauty of tone, strength of line and charm of composition. 
The remaining works, executed in charcoal, drypoint, coloured 
chalk, Indian ink and wash, etching and gouache, and dating from 
1898 to 1932, are of no intrinsic value. + Their value is as examples 
of the aesthetic application of intellectual theory. Such experiments 
are always valuable for their teaching, both negative and positive ; 
but they need not be taken seriously as works of art, however well 
they are executed. “ Seated Woman” and femme i la Chemise 
remain the Tate’s best examples of Picasso as a creative artist. 
The works on loan are a little, shall we say, cramped by Cezanne's 
self-portrait which ig hung, with unkind accusation, in the same 


room. Students’ Sketch Clubs 


The exhibition of the works of fifteen Students’ Sketch Clubs at 
the Whitechapel Art Gallery is frankly disappointing. Not merely 
is there little imagination, but even the technical level is low. 
Several Jews are represented. From St. John’s Wood there is 
J. Sassoon who shows powers of composition, draughtsmanship and 
humour; he has yet to learn how to use oil paint. N. Hess's 
“ Milis—Landscape ” (No. 114) is very pleasantly painted in water- 
colour, but makes no effort to solve the practical difficulty of con. 
trasting buildings and trees. Of the “Fashion Designs” there is 
charm of line and colour in No. 499. J. Alexander's drawings of 
horses are better in feeling than in drawing. He is at present more 
successful when he lets himself go than when he is careful. 

QO! the Slade School “ At 18 Fitzroy Street" (No. 171) by Jessie 
Wolfe, which is commended, is better in feeling and draughtsman. 
ship than in painting. In No. 179 she has tried to be much too 
clever. Both Mary M. Phillips's woodcuts (Nos. 181 and 191) are 
quite rightly commended and leave little if anything to be desired. 

!rom Woolwich, G. Davis's figure compositions leave a lot to be 
desired in the way of draughtsmanship, but are well composed and 
lively enough to make one forgive a good deal. J. Goldsmith's 
posters and book-covers speak for themselves, as all good posters 
and book-covers should. 

in the Central School of Arts and Crafts there is Elias A. Short, 
who has been previously noticed in these columns. His etched 
adaptation of the story of Mary and Martha (No. 244a) 1s a very 
clever piece of stery-telling in picture, all the canons of aesthetics 
being satisfied. His drawings of Pauline Schwartz and of his father 
are further examples’ of his ability to be both aesthetic and 
naturalistic, 

in the Chelsea section, Elizabeth Phillips's “The Square and 
Compass " (No. 279) is pretty within its rather anaemic scheme, and 
from Croydon there is a water-colour by Grace Best (No. 316), which 
drawn and nicely washed. 

Of the St. Martin's students, H. Phillips has quite rightly been 
commended for his illustrative wood engravings (No. 407).

GOETHE AND THE JEWS 


Goethe and the Jews. A Challenge to Hitlerism. 
Waldman. (Putnam.) 


Reviewed by Dr. WILLIAM ROSE 


The world-wide celebrations of the centenary of Goethe's death in 
1932 came as a farewell thundering of the guns over the grave of an epoch 
when the German mind gave to Western culture of its best and her 
philosophers, artists, men of letters and scientists gained for their 
country a prestige which she could not have acquired in the sphere of 
polities or arms alone. Before a year had gone by the shades had closed 
in, many of her best minds were in exile and bonfires were being lit in the 
university towns to form the funeral pyre of books which both official 
Germany and adolescent stadents regarded as expressions of, to use the 
current phrase, “the decaying liberalistic system.” A world which looked 
on in amaze at a Germany gone berserk asked itself whether the famed 
German culture had, then, been but a veneer, or whether the National 
Socialist movement, which has been called the apotheosis of provincialism, 
is a thing of sound and fury that will pass like a tornado, leaving, it is 
true, ruin and collapse in its wake but clearing the ground for a much- 
needed reconstruction. 

Fundamental as has been the change wrought in Germany by 
National Socialism, and though the excesses which we have witnessed 
in the past two years represent the cultivation ad absurdum of the germs 
of ideas which have existed in the German mind for a couple of centuries 
and more, there is yet ground for thinking that National Socialism will 
pass as a disease which has already been diagnosed by those who under- 
«<tand the German character and are cognisant of German history. For the 
time being the conception “Goethe “—which denotes more than the life 
and work of one man, and would take a book to explain—has disappeared 
from the surface of German life. The name of Goethe is hardly mentioned 
or seen, and all he has meant for the German mind and soul has been 
replaced by a new conception “ Schiller "-—-a conception which has been 
distorted by the morbid minds of so-called leaders of thought who proclaim 
the great friend of Goethe as “ the first National Socialist.”

It took a Bismarek and three successful wars 
to make the King of Prussia into a German Emperor, and even then 
he was not given the title “Emperor of Germany’ for the tribal 


consciousness was still more powerful than the national idea. It is one 
of the remarkable paradoxes inherent in the German nature that even 
Goethe shonld never have felt the urge, or at any rate should never have 
satisfied it if he really possessed it, to visit any of the great capitals, 
Vienna, Paris or London. A certain substratum of provincialism was 
part of Goethe's make-up, and it is in this light that we must consider his 
few intolerant remarks recorded concerning the Jews. He had, however, 
a high appreciation of the Jewish mind; and the book under review 
provides abundant evidence of his lifelong interest in Hebrew literature, 
his absorption in the philosophy of Spinoza, and his personal friendship 
with Jewish contemporaries. 

He would never have subscribed to the Nazi doctrine that the Jewish 
mind is of an inferior and disintegrating quality, for his own mind was 
indelibly coloured by the Bible and the thought of “the God-intoxicated 
Jew” Spinoza. When we consider what Goethe has meant to the German 
people as a guide in their spiritual struggles, we realise that the Nazis, by 
their superficial and unfounded assertions concerning the Jewish spirit, 
are insulting their own race and laying bare the reactionary narrowness 
and pathological prejudices of their own jejune mentality.

grote these words in a recent issue of his weekly Synigogue 
Bulletin, and they struck me as containing a truth worth pondering. 
The samc thought may perhaps be put somewhat differently. Just 
as in ar’ and literature we may distinguish between the Classical 
and Romantic traditions, so also in Religions. There are Classical 
and R mantic religions. The former appeal to reason and 
lay stress on action; the latter on feeling and sentiment.. Those 
«ho profess @ Classical Religion say, “I am the captain of my soul, 
{am the master of my fate.” Those who profess a Romantic 
religion are passive. To be active is to struggle for achievement : 
to be passive is to possess achievement. Struggle makes strong ; 
only the weak lean back and expect results to fall into their lap. 
Classical religions rest on reason. Those who find satisfaction in 
Romant) religions are able to say Credo quia absurdum. 1 believe 
because it is absurd. Your Romantic believes anything and every. 
thing. He will believe in the Devil, in Witches, in immaculate 
conception, in the importance of race and blood, in the salvation 
promised by a Hitler. 

Ina broad differentiation Judaism may claim to be “ masculine, 
virile, rational, active; in a word, it is a “classical” religion: 
whereas Christianity, with its passive faith, has been described as 
“feminine” and “romantic.” As Luther taught, every Christian 
man must kill his reason, otherwise faith has no power within him, 
for Reason is antagonistic to Faith. That is one explanation why 
Christianity looks back to a lost Paradise and to man's fall, whereas 
Judaism looks forward, striving to create the Golden Age of the 
future. 

Christianity, the creation of Paul of Tarsus, became the heir of 
the Greek cults most of which were Romantic in their mysteries. 
In place of the risen Adonis Christianity believes in the risen Jesus, 
a heavenly being who became human, died and returned to life 
again. ‘lo believe in this being is to find salvation. The good 
Christian is asked merely to believe and grace will be his. Paul of 
Tarsus copstantly preached the~virtue of Faith, which is the 
beginning and the end, the content of life. There is no need 
to search for truth, for to the believing Christian all truth is 
vouchsafed. Christianity calls to its devotee, “ Thou possessest ’ ; 
Judaism, Thou shalt.” 

The Christian is concerned mainly with his individual salva. 
tion; so much so that he has little time to think of others. A 
Christian teacher of standing recently criticised the dominant faith 
for its undue emphasis on personal salvation to the exclusion of the 
social ideal and the establishment of justice in all human relation 
ships: Paul, a long time ago, urged his brethren to “ obey them 
that have rule over you,” a precept which tolerated every form of 
despotism, even when it practised torture, inflicted suffering on 
human beings and deprived men of their elementary rights. Such 
was not the attitude of the Hebrew prophets, who set the world a 
line standard of social righteousness.

It is because Christianity is a Romantic religion that it cultivates. 


the idea of a miracle in every-day life by means of sacraments. The 
Christian partakes of bread and wine; by the sacramental act these 
become the flesh and blood of Jesus. He need not do any more 
than believe in the miracle to attain to salvation. By means of the 
sacrament, as Luther taught, the participant is cleansed, renewed 
and sanctified. He is merely passive. in the Jewish view, to be 
cleansed from wrong-doing a man must be active. He must repent. 
He must ponder his evil-doing and determine to improve. Surely 
the Jewish view is the more difficult, and therefore the more 
Valuable. 

_ Romantic religion produces the idea of the Romantic Church, 
with i's dim, religious light, its incense, its appeal to the senses. 
But the Romantic Church goes further: it claims to be the sole 
custodian of salvation (extra Ecclesiam nulla Salus). The way to 
heaven is through its portals; there is noother way. The individual 
must sink his own ideas; he must believe what Mother Church 
teaches. The glory Of God does not fill the whole earth but only 
me Church, What is outside the Church is the realm of the devil, 

the synagogue of Satan.” How different is the Jewish view! 
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Jewish teaching regards the Jew as having been selected: for the 
more difficult tasks in life. But it does not exclude from salvation 
ailmen and women whose life is noble, whose conduct right, be 
their faith or race or colour what it may. Indeed, Judaism stresses 
the ideal of humanity ; Christianity that of the faithful. So heretics, 
who were also God's children, were ruthlessly destroyed; so the 
Inquisition was tolerated as a sanctified instrument of God who, as 
nen were taught, found a sweet savour in the burnt bodies of those 
sacrificed at the stake. 

The passive attitude demanded by Romantic religions naturally 
resulted in the acceptance of ready-made dogmas. No neéd to 
experience the truth; no need to search for it ; the Church provided 
it for you. You were presented with Articles and you just signed 
them. Thus was established the concept of Orthodoxy. What 
authority laid down for you to believe was right. What deviated 
from it was wrong. The Church taught that the sun moved round 
the earth; observation proved that the earth goes round the sun. 
The former was orthodox doctrine, the latter heterodox. So, too, 
in matters of conduct. If you believed in the Articles of the Church, 
you were saved, no matter’though your life were full of unrighteous- 
hess. On the other hand, no matter how lovely your life was, if 
you did not accept the orthodox: doctrines, you were committed to 
eternal damnation. The yard-stick was sola fide, by faith alone. 
Indeed, the doctrine was stretched so far that Luther asserted, in a 
letter to Melanchthon, in 1521, fortiter peeca, sin abundantly! The 
more men sin, the more can the grace of God be effective. It 
sounds strange to-day, but that is what Luther actually taught. 
‘You owe nothing to God,” he said, “ but to believe and to proclaim 
your belief; in all other things*you may do as you please.” , 

In this way Christian theologians, following Paul, minimised 
the Law. They deplored the yoke of the Law to which Jews were 
subjected and gloried in thie fact that the Christians were free of it. 
Christians found their way to goodness by the miracle of grace ; 
Jews had to work out their own salvation. Judaism was “masculine” 
and strong; Christianity feminine” and soft. 

The contrast shows itself in other ways. Judaism stresses the 
excellence of achieving goodness by active effort. Christianity, 
being a Romantic religion, requires a superhuman idol to worship. 
All Romantics must have an object of worship. In Christianity Paul 
provided the object; in place of the faith of Jesus he planted the 
faith in Jesus. Hence the necessity for gospels, that is, good tidings 
of redemption by another. Jesus died, it was said, to redeem men 
from sin. In place of the commandments to do certain things in 
order to attain -to perfection there was placed the story of the 
Redeemer. ‘This is in accord with the conduct of all Romantics who 
glorify goodness but do not necessarily practise it. 

The differences between Judaism and Christianity as expressed 
in the contrast between Classical and Romantic Religion must of 
necessity be broad. No human being is essentially, if the terms be 
allowed, entirely a Classic or a Romantic. Every one of us isa 
mixture of both. But in a broad sense, Judaism allows the play of 
reason. “And thou shalt know this day and lay it to thine 
heart.’ Judaism without knowlege is unthinkable; Yet Jews 
also have their orthodox tradition which, like “ Romantic” 
Christianity, demands unquestioning obedience. Herein our 
Orthodox fanatics are un-Jewish. .In the same way, many 
Christians are beginning to realise that thought and reason also 
have their legitimate place in religious experience. Nevertheless, 
broadly the contrast holds good. The Jew thinks out his way to 
goodness and God; the Christian feels his way thither. Yet Jews 
have had their Romantics likewise; the Chassidim felt their way 
to God. Perhaps both are required for perfection, both the 
* masculine” and the “feminine” religions. But it is the stress 
that matters and, if both stress social righteousness, both may claim 
to be building the New Jerusalem. Greater task than this cannot 
be the aim of any religion.

Professional Audits for Charities 


Barbers’ Shops and Sunday Closing 


SAAR JEWS’ DANGER 


The President, Mr. Nevitte J. Laski, K.C. (Spanish and Portu- 
guese), presided at last Sunday's meeting of the Board of Deputies of 
British Jews. In connection with Mr, Laski's forthcoming visit to 
America, it was agreed that in his absence Sir Isidore Salmon, M.P., 
Senior Vice-President. should carry out the functions of the President 
of the Board. 

Mr. S. Rowson ‘Manchester Central) asked a number of questions 
with reference to the recommendations of the Committee on 
Administration which had been approved by. the Board, and to the 
work of the Committee on Re-organisation. | 

Sir Isrpore SALMON (United Synagogue) replied thatthe 

te-organisation Committee had had a number of meetings. He 
hoped that by the next Board Meeting, they would have a report to 
presént. 

Mr. B. A. Levixson (Liberal Jewish) moved the report of the 
Parliamentary Committee, in which it was stated : 

Many replies have been received to the Board's letter on the subject of 
Professional Audits for Jewish Charities, and generally they approve the action 
taken and endorse the policy of encouraging the appolmtment of professional 
auditors to every charitable, philanthropic or religious body. In some oases, 
where professional auditors have not already been appotnted, the intention is 
expressed of appointing them. Still more than half the number of letters sent 
by the Board have not been answered, and it was decided to communicate again 
with those who have not vet replied. The Committee considered the suggestion 
that Synagogues should be addressed in similar terms, but decided that itis 
preferable to rely Upon bh putres repre senting Svnagogues to communicate 


yr rsOnally With their constituent bodies witha view to inducing such of them as 
have not vet professional auditors to appoint them. 

A meeting was called of all those Jewish barbers and hairdressers who have 
obtained permission to carry on Ol Sundav in lieu of Saturday, ith 

accordance with Section 3 of the Act, and was held under the Chairmanship of 
the President to discuss complaints and difficalties which have arisen in con- 
nection with its observance. Here again, though the attendance at the meeting 
was considerable, it was not adequate, having regard to the number of invita- 
tions sent out. The Comm ttee recommends that: 

1. No encouragement be given to the movement (referred to at the meeting) 
to recure the repeal of the Secti i 3 No initiative be taken to effect any 
amendment thereof; but 3. In case any proposal for an amendment come from 
any outside quarter, the Board should maintain the princip'e that the concession 
is in the interests of those Jews whose religious concern 1s for the observance 
of the Sabbath, and no others, and should support, oppose or endeavour to alter 
any such proposed amendment to make it accord with that dominating principle. 

An illumiuated address from the Board and the Anglo-Jewish Association 
was presented to His Royal Highness the Duke of Kent on the occasion of his 
marriage and has been ackuowledged. 


Black Sheep Among Jewish Barbers 


Mr. LEVINSON said that the Hairdressers‘ and Barbers’ Shops Act was 
a concession granted by Parliament to Jews as religions Jews, to close 
their premises on the Saturday and open on the Sunday. Now there 
was a movement which was coming from outside Jewish. circles to 
repeal that concession altogether. He regretted to ‘say that some 
Jewish barbers were trying to get the best of both worlds and were 
prepared to close on neither day and to produce some trickery by which 
they took advantage of trading on the Sabbath as well as on the Sunday. 
That was a scanda!. (Hear, hear). He was glad to say that the number 
of Jews who did this was limited, Bunt they could imagine how this 
fact was seized upon by ether barbers and how dangerous it was 
when the matter came before Parliament in relation to another 
trade. They had had a meeting which was attended by some fifty 
people. It was not a satisfactory meeting in itself, in his opinion. 
The general feeling expressed at that meeting was not religious, but 
cconomic ; and there was far too much expression, especially among the 
younger men and among the assistants, of a will to support the repeal of 
the whole clause. Now, a movement supported by Jews to repeal a 
section which came from Parliament as a recognition of the Jewishness 
of Jewish barbers was, he thought, a very serious situation. (Hear. hear). 
Mr. Barnett Janner, at the meeting in question, had said that as long as 
there was one Jew who because of his religious scruples desired to close 
on the Sabbath and to take advantage of that opportunity to close on the 
Sabbath and open on the Sunday, they must support that concession, 
With this statement he entirely agreed, and he said it as a Liberal Jew, 


Audits No Complete Guarantee 


Mr. ERNEST LESSER (United Synagogue) emphasised the faci that the 
appointment of professional auditors would not alone guarantee a 
repetition of the scandal of defalca’'ions. What was of even greater 
importance was recognition of the fact that anyone taking office on a 
communal body must attend vigilantly and regularly to the affairs of the 
Charity or the Synagogue or the Friendly Society, or whatever else it was. 

Mr. L. KINGSLEY (Walford Road) strongly urged that every Jewish 
charitable organisation should register with the special Appeal Committee 
as constituted by the Board, and he gave notice of his intention to move 
a resolution to this effect at the next meeting of the Board. 

Mr, L. PHILLIPS (Western) suggested that a letter should be sent to 
every Synagogue recommending them to appoint professional auditors 
over their Synagogue affairs. It could not do any harm. 

Mr. A, E, DIAMOND (Clapton) stressed the importance of the smaller 
synagogues being approached.

THE name of “ Ghetto” by which the Jewish quarter in Rom, 50 
in course of demolition, is known, originally had a far di ere!

‘hile the Jews in ancient times mostly lived in the poor 
quarter on the right side of the Tiber, they migrated in the 
thirteenth century to the right bank near the Fabricius Bridge, and 
there arose the Roman ghetto erected by Pope Paul IV in 1585, of 
Which traces exist even to-day, an outstanding example of the 
ghetto in its genuine medieval form. This was the second ghetto 
in Ttaly, the first being founded twenty years earlier in Venice. 
The Roman ghetto, which extended along the Tiber from the 
Quattro Capi Bridge to the present Garibaldi Bridge, and whose 
Walls ran from the Portico Ottavia along the Via di Pescheria to the 
Piazza Giudia Jews’ Square), retained its form and extent till 1570. 
‘Ss walls were dismantled in 1831, the Jews being given almost 
Complete eivil rights by Pope Gregory XVI (1831-1846). The last 
tra ° Of legal discrimination disappeared with the Revolution of 154s 
Then began a new period for the Jews of Italy. The first General 
Secrclary after Cavour was Isaac Artons.

Press Campaign Continues 


VIOLENT ATTACKS ON “THE JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 
‘From our Correspondent—BAGHDAD] 


Thanks, apparently, to the efforts of the British Judge, the 
ease of Mr. Levy, who wrote the now celebrated letter to the 
MANCHESTER GUARDIAN, has again come up for review, and has been 
examined by the Appeal Court, which returned the case to the 
District Magistrate. Judgment is expected this week. It is pointed 
out that not once did the Government take up the question as to 
whether the statements made in the letter itself were true. 

In connection with the case, THE JEWISH CHRONICLE has been 
particularly singled out for violent attack. The ALAM-UL-ARABI 
takes exception to reports and comments on the affair made on 
November 28rd, and asserts that THE JEWISH CHRONICLE wishes to 
impose Zionism on the country, and, by asking for further inquiries 
on the matter, is inciting the British Government against Iraq. 
Incidentally, it describes the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN as “ another 
Zionist paper.’ The Arab paper also takes exception to a recent 
article entitled “ Jews of Feudal Kurdistan,” which it presents as 
“ Zionist propaganda.” It was this paper which first translated into 
Arabic Mr. Levy's original letter (and, it should be noted, Hitler's 
“ Mein Kampf” in serial form). | 

The ALOKAB recently attacked CHRONICLE'S Baghdad 
correspondent, describing him as a “traitor,” “liar” and 
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“ceoundrel,” and calling on the police to arrest “him and his 
accomplices.” AL Karku asks why the Government.has lifted the 
ban on THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. Asa result, the C.L.D. has interro- 
gated newsagents. It seems as if the Government is trying to 
stop the sale of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE by persuasion. 

A deputation of young Jews has laid before the Jewish deputies 
the question of the ban of foreign Jewish papers and literature, the 
censorship of letters from Palestine, and action by the Government 
in connection with anti-Jewish attacks in the Press. The deputies 
assured them that these questions will be raised in the House as 
as Parliament meets. 

Meanwhile, Au Hepaya, one of the most virulent anti-Jewish 
papers, has been suspended for five weeks, while the permit for the 
issue of the Young Men's Moslem Association JOURNAL, a publication 
that vied in ferocity with the SturrMer, has been withdrawn. 


Speaking in the House of Commons last week, Major Procter 
(C., Accrington) asked the Secretary of Staté for the Colonies 
whether his attention had been called to the banning of the 
PALESTINE Post and other Palestine journals by the Government of 
[raq; whether any enqniry or protest had been made in this con. 
nection by the Government of Palestine; and if so, with what result. 
Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister replied that, reports of a ban on the entry 
into Iraq of Palestine journals had reached the Government of 
Palestine. His Majesty's Ambassador at Baghdad was instructed at 
their instance to make official enquiries of the Iraq Government, 
He was not yet aware of the result. 


CANADA 


Amazing Attack on Jewish Cabinet Minister 
Ontario Premier's Defence 
[From our Correspondent—MONTREAL, 


A storm of protest has been raised in Canada against a virulent 
attack made by Dr. George A. Little, editor of Sunday School publica- 
tions for the United Church of Canada, on the Hon. David Croll, a Jew, 
whois Minister of Public Welfare in Ontario. The attack was made in 
the course of a denunciation of the Hon. Mitchell Hepburn, the Prime 
Minister of Ontario, following the suspension of Mr. Sorsoleil, Deputy 
Minister of Public Welfare. Mr. Sorsoleil, it is reported, attended a 
meeting of the Toronto Centre Presbytery of the United Church of 
Canada and made statements alleging immorality in some of the 
Ontario High Schools. This speech from a Government official at an 
outside assembly was considered at a Cabinet meeting, after which 
Mr. Sorsoleil was suspended until he could prove the truth of his 
allegations. Dr. Little thereupou made his attack on Mr. Croll, 
describing him as a “ Border City Russian Jew" and accusing him 
of having dismissed “a life-long Christian worker.” ‘The Prime 
Minister, in reply to the attack, states that it was not Mr. Croll 
personally who had suspended Mr. Sorsoleil, but the administration. 
“Some of otir greatest statesmen have been Jewish,’ he added, 
instancing Disraeli, Sir Herbert Samuel and others. 


UNITED STATES. -The B'nai Jeshurun Congregation of New York 
last week celebrated its 110th anniversary. An appreciative message has 
been sent by President Roosevelt to the Rabbi of the Congregation, Dr. 
Israel Goldstein, on the Congregation’s work during its long period of 
existence. 

The B'nai B'rith has declined the invitation addressed to it by the 
American Jewish Congress that it should, together with other organisa- 
tions, notably the American Jewish Committee, co-operate in the election 
of delegates to the American Jewish Congress, to be held in April 1935. 
The elections are exclusively the affair of the American Jewish 
Congress, the B'nai B'rith declares. The Jewish Labour Committee is 
likewise refusing to take part in the American Jewish Congress elections. 

A large building in New York City, lent to the American Jewish 
Congress by the Jewish Institute of Religion, has been opened as a free 
recreational and social centre for German-Jewish refugees. It will be 
known as the American Jewish Congress House, and will be run under 
the auspices of the Congress Women’s Division.

The Ica’s Finances 


From Dr. J. BRUTZKUS 
To the Editor of TH& JEWISH CHRONICLE 


Sik,—On the 19th of October yeu were good enough to publish 
my letter making certain criticisms of the present Jewish Colonisation 
Association (Ica) administration, and in your leading article on November 
16th you pointed out that it was time that the persons responsible for the 
stewardship of the millions of the Ica should issue a financial report, se 
that the Jewish public should have some idea of the transactions of that 
body. 

By way of answer, the new President of the Ica made certain 
statements at a meeting held on the 25th of November at the Creat 
Synagogue Guild. 1 regret, however, that these statements do not answer 
my questions. 

1. The President stated that long reports (of about 100 pages) are 
published annually; true the reports are in French, but within casy 
access of everyone. He forgot to say that in those reports there i» no 
mention of the income and expenditure, no balance-sheet nor any other 
money statement. They are moneyless tales, and what is wanted is a 
Jinancial report. Where is it? 

2. The President further stated, that “everybody knew that the Ica 
had carried out extensive colonisation schemes in the Argentine, l'razil 
and Canada.” As regards Brazil there are no Jewish colonists icft. In 
Canada it is only a matter of a grant to some two hundred private 
colonists, who settled there themselves. And in the Argentine, since the 
death of the Baron in 1896 the number of colonists has not increased, and 
lands have been, on principle, rented out to non-Jews. 


3. The President mentions further that the Ica, like all other “ho! jcrs 
of Russian bonds have naturally lost the resources which they invested 
there before the War.” No one spoke about those conrparative!) © jall 


losses. The Ica was criticised for lending, after the War, the sum of four 
million gold dollars to the Soviet Government ; this act was agains! the 
rules of the Society, as well as contrary to common sense. Is it possible 
that the President knows nothing about this % 

The President said nothing about my other points regardin: the 
alteration of the Articles of the society, or the investments.

MEMORIAL SERV’CE AT THE GREAT SYNAGOGUE 


A REMINISCENCE OF CLEMENCEAU 

The Zionist Federation of Great Britain and Ireland arranged a 
Memorial Service in memory of the late Baron Edmond de Roths. 
child, on Thursday in last week, at the Great Synagogue, Duke 
Street. E.C. The service was conducted by the Chief Rabbi andthe 
Rev. J. Rivilis, assisted by the choir of the Synagogue, under the 
direction of Mr. L. Shoot. Mr. James de Rothschild, M.P. (a son of Baron 
Edmond). Mr. Neville J. Laski, K.C., the Rev. J. K. Go!dbloom and 
Mr. Paul Goodman occupied the Wardens’ Box. Among others present 
were : Dayan Dr. A. Feldman, Haham Dr. Moses Gaster, Mrs. James de 
Rothschild. Mrs. Lionel de Rothschild, the Hon. Mrs. N. C. Rothschild, 
Rabbi J. Lew, the Revs.

The service began with the singing by the choir of Psalm 121, 
followed by the reading of Psalm 15 and the Evening Service. The 
Chief Rabbi read some scriptural verses, after which he delivered 
an address, in the course of which he said: “ Edmondde Rothschild 
was no ordinary man. The Rabbis enumerate seven things as those 
adornments of life that enable a man to reach the acme of human 
existence ; namely, beauty, power, riches, honour, wisdom, old age, 
a hoary head, and children that share and continue his ideals. All 
these things, they tell us, were found in the life of Rabbi Judah the 
Prince, Patriach of Judea in Roman times. They were also found 
seventeen centuries later in the life of this latter day Patriarch and 
Founder of the New Judea. And all these gifts he employed not 
for self, but for service of his beloved country, of his fellow-men 
irrespective of race or creed, of his Jewish brethren on the soil of 
the Holy Land. 

“ Let me quote to you a few sentences from the Memoirs which 
the aged Clemenceau dictated to his secretary : 

‘I've just hada visit from old Edmond de Rothschild. He stayeda 
minute and told me things which weren't devoid of good sense—even 
things which had an air of nobility about them. And he is satisfied to be 
a Jew! One day I said something unpleasant about the Jews, whereupon 
he stood up, pounded on the table-yes, he did—and said, “ Monsieur 
Clemenceau, the Jewish people is the greatest in the world.” I rather 
like it that one shouldn't be ashamed of being what one is—it's the only 
way of being it decently.’ 

“ Notable as were his achievements in many walks of life, there 
is one enterprise which secures him a lasting place in Jewish 
history. Long before the Balfour Declaration, nay long before 
Theodor Herzl, Edmond de Rothschild came to realise to the full 
the vast potentialities, economic, social and moral, of Palestine. 
That was over fifty years ago, when he was the only Western Jew 
of wealth and position to hold such an opinion. Everything in his 
Parisian upbringing and environment was against the nationalist 
conception. of Judaism and its translation into reality; and yet, like 
Joseph of old, he dared dream of the day when the children of Jacob 
would once again bind sheaves on the ancient land.” 

The Ark was opened by Mr. James de Rothschild and the Rev. 
J. Rivilis rendered the El Molé Rachamim. Theservice ended with 
the reading of Olenu, Mourner’s Kaddish, and the singing of Vigdal 
and Adon Olam to the tune of the Penitential Days,

Stage in Palestine’s Development 


CHANGE OF ATTITUDE IN CITY 


By JOSEPH L. COHEN, 


This event marks a distinct stage in the economic development 
of Palestine. The Jewish Agency has negotiated a long-period loan 
in the City of London at a low rate of interest for which the ultimate 
security ds the goodwill of the Jewish people. 

Four points call for special comment: This is the first long- 
period loan obtained by the Jewish Agency. It is the first occasion 
on which the City of London has shown a practical interest in 
Jewish work in Palestine. The rate of interest is below that at 
which most Governments in the world can borrow to-day, 

Since 1920, the Keren Hayesod has acted as the financial 
instrument of the Zionist Organisation. It has subsidised education, 
public health and other social service activities, immigration, 
research, colonisation, and has acquired a certain body of material 
assets. In the course of that period, it incurred debts tothe amount 
of half-a-million pounds, and these were in the form of short-period 
hills and bank loans. - They have now been consolidated into a 
medium long-period loan which is to be amortised in fifteen years. 
In place of the necessity of issuing bills at a relatively high interest 
rate, the Board of the Fand has now to provide a definite but 
reasonable sum for debt service annually. . 

The City of London, including the merchant bankers, the 
issuing houses and the “ Big Five” have not, until now, co-operated 
effectively in the financial tasks of the Jewislr Agency. None, not 
even the one actually operating in Palestine, has made investments 
or belped with long-period loans. This Consolidation Loan marks 
a change of policy. It is only fair, however, to note 
Prudential Insurance Company has 
investments in Palestine in recent years. 

Abroad, Italian Loans stand ata price giving a 6 per cené, 
vield. although the internal Italian Loan issued in November 1933, 
was raised at 4 per cent.; French bonds are standing on a 45 per 
cent. basis, Japanese at 6} per cent., Polish at 74 per cent., Austrian 
at 8) per cent., German at 12 per cent., Bulgarian at 124 per cent. 
and Hungarian at I75 per cent.; Australian Bonds yield about 5 per 
cent. and Canadian about 4 per cent. British Government Loans 
stand on a 3 per cent. basis.

The carrying through of this loan may be expected to have a 
number of important effects, both on the Jewish Agency and on the 
internal financing situation in Palestine. 

The first and most immediate effect of the Consolidation Loan 
will be to achieve a saving of about £25,000 to £30,000 annually. 
This, in turn, makes two developments possible. Lt enables the 
Executive to foresee a period when it will ba entirely free of debt. 
It will also make possible further investments in material assets. 

The second effect is an increase in the prestige of the Jewish 
Agency. In future, fuller consideration will have to be paid to its 
financial policy and the repercussions of that policy on Jewish 
national credit. | 

The third effect is on the status of the Anglo-Palestine Bank. 
As the joint creditor with Messrs. Lloyds Bank, Ltd., and as its 
agent in that regard in Palestine, it bears a responsible position in 
the new relation between the Agency and the City of London. 
Recognition is due to it for its many years of help and support to 
the Agency when that help could not be obtained so largely else- 
where. It is highly desirable that in the growing economic develop- 
ment of Palestine the services rendered by this Bank should be fully 
known and appreciated. ' 

The fourth effert should be to lower the general rates of 
interest prevailing in Palestine. Short-term loans have hitherto 
been on a six per cent. basis, even for the most solid concerns. This 
is far too high. The short, the intermediate and the long period 
rates ought all to be brought down, and the Banks have a special 
responsibility to achieve what would give a fillip to local trade and 
industry. Low rates to sound concerns is the policy dictated by 
wisdom. 

Possibility of Government Investments? 

The fifth effect should be to encourage the Palestine Govern. 
ment to invest some ‘of its resources within the country. It is 
anomalous in the extreme for it and the Palestme Currency Beard 
to hold some eight million pounds worth of British securities and 
to shun investments in Palestine. A change would stimulate 
investments in the country by its citizens and would encourage the 
couversion of idle deposits inte business undertakings. 

The Consolidation Loan cannot but have a very real influence 
oir the other financial institutions of the Zionist Organisation. The 
time is ripe for all of them to put themselves in a sound position 
which will carry confidence with the outside world. * 

Parallel to the great increase in the resourees of private 
capitalists, the national institutions ought to be strengthened. The 
need and the opportunity are both present at the same time, and 
there is fortunately evidence to show that this is appreciated by 
those who are in a position of responsibility.

“Breeding Fascism 


From Mr. G. W. WRIGHT (Secretary, National Amalgamated Union 
Shop Assistants’, Warchousemen and Clerks, Eastern Area 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 

Following on the article under Manchester news, in your 
journal last week by your correspondent, on the Waterproof Garment 
mdustry, and the letter from Mr. Israel Dublansky, I hope you w II allow 
ihe solne space in your columns to bring home further to your readers the 
treat harm which is being done to Jewry dne to the shortsightedness of 
some Jewish employers. 

\s Organising Secretary of the Houndsditch Branch of the Shop 
Assistants’ Union, I come in daily contact with members employed iu 
these firms and from the knowledge gained I have no hesitation In stating 
that the conditions of these employees are among the worst in the 
Wholesale trades. 

With very few exceptions, the pay is of the poorest and I know cases 
i married men with wives and children to support earning from 30s. to 
‘os. Der week. The hours of labour are terribly long, particularly during 
the last few weeks, as the majority of firms have been working @ seven 
lay week, with unlimited hours, most firms employing their staffs till 9, 
‘0 and even 11 o’elock at night, without extra pay. 

‘he majority of the employers, as you know, are Jewish ; but I 
‘ertainly do not suggest that Jewish employers are worse than any other. 
I do cutend, however, that such conditions offer a fertile breeding-ground 
for Fascism,” That our members realise this is shown by the fact that an 
Anti-Paseist Section of our branch has been formed to deal with this 
danger, which ig open to all workers in Houndsditch, both Jewish and 
Hon-Jewish, and it is doing very good work in this direction. ; 

‘he salvation of the Jews rests not in theirsetting up purely Jewish 
‘nisations to deal with Fascism, but in breaking down the isolation 
fisting at present which ‘divides them from other workers, and which 
lends, among other things, to promote the growth of Fascism. The Trade

Mr. I. Sunlight’s Seventieth Birthday 


ovr ¢ spondent 


Mr. Israel Sunlight was the guest of honour at a dinner given 
on Sunday at the Higher Broughton Assembly Rooms to celebrate 
the occasion of his seventieth birthday. Mr. George Rose presided. 
After the loyal toast had been honoured, Mr. Rose said that one of 
his own happiest experiences was to be associated with Mr. Sunlight 
in his work for Jewish education. Messages of congratulation were 
read from the Chief Rabbi, Professor Brodetsky and other leading 
figures in Jewry. 

Rabbi Dr. S. M. Lehrman, proposing the health of Mr. Sunlight, 
said he was a man who deserved every honour and appreciation 
possible for his work in the several spheres of Jewish education. 
As far back as 1913 he had founded the Ivriah School for Girls. 
That School was now incorporated in the Talmud Torah, for which 
institution Mr. Sunlight had for years worked unceasingly. He had 
given a new meaning in Manchester to Chanucah by the annual 
Children’s Festival that he had founded seven years ago, and his 
ideals had had the fortune to receive the material assistance of Mr. 
George Rose, with whom jointly various Jewish scholarships had been 
founded. Mr. Sunlight was a noted worker in the field of Zionism, 
and the latest expression of his Zionist ideals had been in the 
founding, with Mr. Rose, of the “ Eshet Hayil” Scholarship. He 
was a founder of the Tarbut Society in Manchester, but his 
activities were extended also into the Synagogue and the Friendly 
Society movement. In the former he had been the prime mover in 
establishing the Sedgley Park Congregation, now coalesced with 
the Holy Law Synagogue ; and in the latter he was well known as 
the sponsor of the Sunlight Brotherhood, which was affiliated to 
the Jewish Working Men's Club. The whole Jewish Community 
was indebted to Mr. Sunlight for his efforts in these directions. 

Mr. Neville Laski said that in paying tribute to Mr. Sunlight’s 
work they must include the great help Mr. Sunlight had received 
from his wife and the deference that was always paid by the Sunlight 
sons to their-parents. There was a definite drift from Judaism and 
the Jewish way of life by those who seemed to think that non-Jewish 
elements compensated for all that was worth while for the Jewish 
people, and that social advantage could be gained by submerging 
their Jewish identity. Mr. Laski paid tribute also to Mr. George 
Rose's “intelligent lavishness”" by which Jewish educational and 
charitable institutions were benefiting. In his final remarks, Mr. 
Laski said he wanted the London Jewish Community to realise that 
there were great men and great works also outside the larger 
community of London. 

Mr. Nathan Laski said he wished to pay his tribute to Mr. 
Sunlight for his many years’ work, and to express their sympathy 
with Mr. Rose in the indisposition of Mrs. Rose. 

Presentations were made to Mr. Sunlight of an album of 
illuminated addresses by Mr. Levy Davis, on behalf of the Man- 
chester Jewish Community, a portrait presented by Mr. L. Fidler, 
for the Holy Law Congregation, and a further portrait, by Mr. M. 
Goldberg, for the Sunlight Brotherhood. Mr. Sunlight re-presented 
the portraits to the Synagogue and the Brotherhood, to be hung in 
their respective premises. 

Mr. 1. S5unlight responded. He said he was particularly grateful 
to Rabbi Dr. Lehrman and Mr. George Rose, and in thanking his 
colle gues in each sphere he mentioned specially Mr. Levy Davis, 
Mr. Bert Cohen and Mrs. Keisner. Mr. Joseph Sunlight also 
responded, and placed 100 guineas at his father’s disposal for 
Manchester Jewish charities in honour of the occasion. 

Rabbi Israel Abrahams proposed the toast of “Hebrew Educa- 
tion,” and the Rev. Dr. L. W. Slotki responded. Mr. S. H. Steinart, J.P.. 
moved a vote of thanks to the Chairman, and Mr. Levy Davis moved 
a similar vote to Mr. Bert Cohen, Hon. Secretary of the Dinner 
Committee.

LEEDS 
Hebrew Week 
ADDRESSES BY PROFESSOR YAHUDA 
‘From our Correspondent | 
On Sunday last, there was a large assembly at the Victory 


Hotel to hear an address by Professor A. S. Yahuda. 
presided. The proceedings were conducted throughout in Hebrew. 
The Chairman said that the Professor had proved to the world at 
large, by his researches, that the history contained in the Hebrew 
Bible was a genuine history, and was not, as the critics maintained 
a compilation of later times. 

Professor Yahuda, in his address, spoke of his experiences as a 
Professor at the University of Madrid. He referred to the books 
which he had written, all of which aimed at proving the authenticity 
and genuineness of the ancient records contained in the Torah. Le 
trusted that-the younger generation of modern Jewry would: be 
influenced to give a deeper study to the Hebrew language, seeing tha‘ 
it was only by these means that a Jew could havea clear and correct 
understanding of what Judaism implied and expected from him 

The Rev. Dr. J. Abelson, in proposing a vote of thanks to the 
lecturer, said he had distinguished himself not merely by his 
literary researches, but also by being the first Jew of importance to 
hold a position in a country like Spain, which had been closed to 
th« Jewish people since the expulsion of the Jews from that land in 
1492. Other Hebrew speeches were delivered by Messrs. M. D. Las 
(Headmaster of the Talmud Torah), 8S. Adler, S. Miller and JJ. Rivlin. 

On the same evening at the New Synagogue, Chapeltown 
Professor Yahuda gave his lecture on “The History and Develop 
ment of the Hebrew Language.” Sir Montague Burton, J.I.. in 
introducing the lecturer to the crowded congregation, said that le 
felt assured that there was nothing which could secure thie 
indestructible life of the Jewish people more than their devoted 
attachment to the language which had meant so much, not mere'y 
for the Jew but for the whole of mankind. Dr. Yahuda showed how 
the many-sided development of Hebrew was due to the fact that the 
Jews had had to migrate so frequently from one country to another, 
and had thus imbibed many ideas and words from the inhabitants 
of these different lands. He also gave a sketch of modern Hebrew, 
and showed how this phase of the Hebrew language reflecte:! 50 
much of the psychology of modern Jewish life and activity. ‘/!:<

In an address to the Kensington Housing Association last week, 
Mr. Lewis Silkin, Chairman of the London County Council Housing 
and Public Health Committee, said that a survey made for the last 
Council had shown that to displace insanitary dwellings in the | 
Metropolis, it was necessary to erect something like 55,000 new 
houses. The Council had started on the task, and with the co-opera- 
tion of the Metropolitan boroughs they hoped to complete the 
programme in seven, or possibly even in five, years. The 
choice of sites was serious; and, though if would be resented, : 
it would be necessary to acquire large old houses with gardens 
in order to secure sites for the erection of flats. The new 
Housing Bill to be introduced by the Government, added Mr. Silkin, 
would probably make it necessary to provide between 45,000 and 
50.000 additional dwellings in London. It was going to be made 
an offence for an owner to let his premises in such a way as to 
cause overcrowding. Local authorities would have to erect houses 
in the shortest possible time to stop overcrowding. He estimated 
that if would cost from £65,000,000 to £70,000,000 to provide one 
hundred thousand dwellings in London, and he hoped the Council 
would be forgiven if they involved the ratepayers in some expense. 
The Council's intention was to re-develop London and to make it a 
more beautiful city.

Next Week's Premieres 
GAY (‘‘A’’ Certificate) 


The big Palace Theatre success of twelve months ago has been filmed 
in Hollywood with its bright, particular star, Fred Astaire, and several 
other members of the original company, and with Cole Porter's song hit 
of last season, “ Night and Day,” still the best number in the piece. Asa 
ginger, it must be conceded that Mr. Astaire remains a brilliant dancer, 
and this item is particularly beautifully danced by Astaire, adeptly aided 
by Miss Ginger Rogers. His dancing perfection is of no recognised brand, 
but an unique blend of several different styles, and eloquent of its 
creator's puckish spirit. Nor is dancing by any means his only accom- 
Plishment, for his abilities as a comedy actor and mime combined 
with his amazing dancing, threaten to place him among the 
great comedians of the screen. His partnership with Miss Rogers, 
an extremely talented and versatile charmer, is by far the brightest 
feature of the production which has an eXtravagant and drawn-out 
chorus number ** The Continental” and other somewhat arid patches. 
The book has some extremely bright moments, though the subject is an 
unsavoury one for farce, and Eric Blore’s delightfully conversational waiter 
and Erik Rhodes distastefully clever professional co-respondent are 
notable retentions from the stage presentation. Alice Brady as a woolly- 
witted American tourist, and EKidward Everett Horton as a characteristic 
brilliant bungler are in excellent form.

There is no “architectooralooral” in this ** Universal Masterpiece,” 
nor in fact is there any Dickensian humour whatever. This is not 
surprising when one considers that the scenarist had to reduce a long and 
complicated novel to a short evening's entertainment. He had perforce 
to unravel the plot and depict it as a simplé story of human appeal. Plot 
is not Dickens's claim to fame—indeed, is it any great novelist’s claim” 
Dickens's claim surely is based partly on his broad love of humanity with 


its concomitant hatred of injustice, but even more permanently on his - 


quite extraordinary comic sense. It is by his comedy that Dickens will 
live, and his comedy is the essential man. The bare story of * Great 
Expectations " shorn of its ** architectooraloorals ” simply is not Dickens, 
however faithfully Hilda Grenier, the historical expert, has kept the sets 
and costumes, and even the manners, in period. In the matter of period 
indeed one has no complaint, once one has recovered from Young Pip and 
Young Estella, each of whom spoke not merely American but bad American. 
The screen, one must admit, bas never encouraged one to love the 
American child. Once. manbood has becn reached, however, there can 
be no serious complaint against the playing of Henry Hull as Magwitch, 
Phillips Holmes as Pip, Francis L. Sullivan as Jaggers, Jane Wyatt as 
Fstella or Florence Reed as Miss Havisham—nor, unfortunately, can there 
be any enthtsiasm for it, for none of the characters is made to live. Stuart 
- Walker's direction is better than the acting. His continuity is carefully 
thought out and one still remembers technical details that gave pleasure 
by their aptness. Perhaps the fact that they struck one so forcibly 
indicates the lack of real drama in the film. 


‘RADIO PARADE OF Marble Arch. (*‘U" Certificate) 


An ambitious attempt has been made here to capture the American 
market not merely by means of a spectacular and entertaining film, but 
also by including several Americans in the cast, and by Americanising the 
accents of some ofthe players and parts of the dialogue. One hardly thinks 
that the ends ju-tify the latter means as they tend to destroy the British 
character of the picture, but one supposes that B.1.P. know that side of 
their business best, It is dvubtful whether better entertainment has yet 
been offered by a British Company, and the effort is well able to be judged 
by the standard of the best American musicals. There is a good story 
punctuated every few minutes by a hearty langh ; some excellent acting, 
spectacular sets and very slick direction. The use made of a bouquet of 
flowers in a vase is clever and the pace is splendidly sustained by 
the cutting. Clifford Mollison at last has a part worthy of his talent, but 
one hopes that this charming actor will not be “ typed” as the very con- 
ceited young man he so frequently has to play. The fun is provided by 
Will Hay, Clapham and Dwyer—especially in one scene—Haver and Lee, 
Billy Bennett, Ronald Frankau, Claude Dampier—rather more subtle than 
the others—the Western Brothers and a cohort of ** Directors.” Will 
Hay'’s Scrooge-like tour of his own broadcasting studios is one of the 
funniest scenes of all. Altogether one is happy te recommed cinema and 
radio **fans” to visit the Regal in the certain hope that neither sort will 
be disappointed, 


**THE SOUL OF A NATION '’—Plaza Certificate) 


Here is a record of Britain's struggle during the last thirty-five vears 
of her momentous history, compiled from contemporary news-reels, and as 
announced at the opening it is a record of actual events, “not as we might 
imagine them and not as we would wish them, but as they were.” The 
highlight of the film is necessarily the War: the calm of Bank Holiday. 
August 1914, that preceded the storm, when the holocaust of war 
broke upon the world; then the dogs of war let loose. The momentous 
ecenes in Downing Street, the mud, death, the blin’ed, the crippled and 
the graveyards with their thousands of dead, are all seen in the ** war 
that was to end war.” It is indeed a terrible indictment of our so-called 
Civilisation. This should be a reminder to all thinking people to strive 
and work for peace, by all the means at their disposal. Then the 
aftermath, with the rising tide of unemployment, culminating in the 
general strike of 1926.. The film closes with high hopes for our economic 
future. J.B. Williams, the producer, is to be congratulated on handling 
difficult material with great skill, and in welding the bits and pieces

B.B.C. Symphony Concert 


A CLASSICAL PROGRAMME 


A strictly classical programme always finds Adrian Boult at his 
best, and in the B.B.C. Symphony Concert on Wednesday evening of 
last week, it was a very fine best. Haydn's Symphony No. 93 
demanded just sufficient energy from the orchestra to enable them 
to get into their stride easily, and from the audience to enable it to 
settle down in its seats. The orchestral opening to Brahms’ Violin 
concerto was so brilliant and effective in its extra fast tempo that 
one hoped for great things. But Carl Flesch is not a violinis' 
tu be hurried; he gives as much care to the phrasing of decorative 
passages as to an adagio melody, and the first movement was taken 
at an increasingly slow pace, until,.in the cadenza, all the brilliance 
and virtuosity were eliminated in favour of meticulous attention 
to note-values | The second movement was more suited to suc! 
lingering treatment, but the third a'so suffered from too revere. 
handling. Others may like such an approach to Brahms, but the 
Violin Concerto is one of the great romantic concertos, and my 
preference is for somewhat less Augustan treatment. After the 
interval, Adrian Boult had the orchestra to himself in the “ Eroic:’ 
Symphony, and gave us a version which, orthodox in every respe '!, 


had all the elements of greatness in its spaciousness, its virility, 
and its sense of the truly magnificent. 


Impressive Ease 

_ Christmas traffic prevented my hearing more than the 
section of Maude Gold's programme in her violin recital, given \Y 
permission of Mr. Henry Van den Bergh at Kensington Palace 
Gardens last week. What little I heard was sufficient to show tht 
Miss Gold is gifted with a technique which enables her to p!y 
almost anything with facile assurance. That assurance leads her at 
times into a trick of tossing off trifles so negligently that one hopes 
she did not treat Bach's E Major Concerto, earlier in the programe, 
in quite the same way! None the less, her performance W45 
impressive, just because with such ease of execution she should be 


able to do justice technically t is at least 
half the battle, y to serious works, and that

AN UNFORTUNATE CLASH OF DATES 

It was rough luck on Aleksandr Helmann that his pianoforte 
recital at the Acolian Hall on Monday evening had to receive scant 
consideration at the bands of critics, owing toa counter-attraction. 
and still more rough luck in that, if one had only known, one cou|q 
have given much more time to consideration of his claims as a 
pianist. Chopin’s second sonata and the merest bit of Helmann’: 
own adaptation of Bach's Organ Toccata and Fugue in D Mino, 
provide little basis for just criticism, although it was evident that 
he is well equipped technically, and produces in particular a tona) 
depth and warmth which is especially pleasant. But in the Chopin 
Sonata there seemed to be evidence that Helmann is still groping 
his way towards a fully developed conception, and has by no means 
reached the end he is aiming at. There was purpose underlying 
the excessively slow and broken treatment of the Scherzo and Largo 
movements, the attempt to give even more importance than usua! 
to the Finale by a deliberateness of statement which overbore the 
music, and in general an obvious desire was manifest to make 
Chopin a deep thinking, as well as brilliant, composer. But the net 
effect was that he failed to capture that peculiar pining melancholy 
which constitutes a great deal of Chopin's charm, through his 
inability or unwillingness to carry through the melodic line, 


A Sonata Recital 
TEMIANKA AND BETTY HUMBY 

The first item in the sonata recital by Temianka and Rett. 
Humby on Monday evening at the Wigmore Hall was Leo. Weiner’ s 
first sonata, written in 1912, but givenits first performancein England 
Without knowing the work, one cannot say how far the feeling o! 
monotony which crept upon one as the sonata proceeded was due to 
intrinsic weaknesses and how far to the presentation. Certainly, 
as the two artists played it (and it must be added that they are 
both unusually accomplished at presenting modern works), ils 
continual violent chatter and insistent enunciation lacked variety 
and left one a little resentful, and too frequently one felt sure tha: 
exaggeratedly decorative accompaniment, whether in the piano or 
in the violin, was being used to hide the poverty of the melodic 
line being simultaneously handled in the other instrument. Ag 
Benjamin Britten's “Suite” was to get its first performance |, 
together with other critics, rushed back from AZolian Hall to hear 
it after the interval, only to find that a stupid and inconsiderate 
re-arrangement of the programme had resulted in the suite being 
played during our absence. After that I felt in no good mood to 
listen to Mozart's Sonata No. 12, or Schubert's “ Rondo Brilliant.

The Judges 
By AUNTIE 
F you read the papers you will have 
noticed that the question of the number 
and authority of the judges has, during 
the past week, been under discussion, 
and the Lord Chief Justice has been making 
a stir in the House of Lords because of certain 
provisions in a new Bill dealing with the Law 
Courts. I am not going to enter into that. I 
mention it only ‘because it serves to intro- 
duce an idea which has often passed across 
my mind. It is not only a dignified figure in 


an ermine cloak and wig sitting upon the 


bench that acts as judge. We are all playing 
the judge's réle every day. How often do we 
hear the phrase, “In my judgment... .!" We 
sit in judgment upon our neighbours, upon 
questions of the day, not quite so often upon 
ourselves; and justice is not always done. 
SoME OLD ADVICE 

There are some old Jewish dicta on the 
subject of judging which we should do well 
to bear in mind. A very good piece of advice 
is that which bids us judge no man until we 
are come unto his place. that we 
are often apt to deliver our verdict upon very 
incomplete data. We do not know all the 
circumstances. We rely upon hearsay, or 
upon appearances. 
we should 


It meaus 


Perhaps if we knew all 
judge quite differently, and 
perhaps more mercifully. If we knew people's 
difficulties and troubles we might be prepared 
to make allowances. Llike Browning's words: 
“ [judge people by what they might be, not are, 
nor will be.”’ None ofusrises quitetothe height 
of our possibilities, but we all have some 
potentialities and gifts and talents that we 
should like to be judged by. Above all, we 
shoyld like to be judged not by where we fell 
weakly, but where we rose above temptation. 
And so in assessing our fellow-men: 
‘Then at the balance let's be mute, 
We never can adjust it ; 
What's done we partly may compute, 
But know not what's resisted.” 
SELF-JUDGMENT 

I have said that we are more prone to sit 
in judgment on others than on ourselves. 
Yet self-judgment is a very useful occupa- 
tion, if we are honest with ourselves. There 
are two extremes to which we can go in 
self-judgment. We may let ourselves off too 
lightly, or we may condemn ourselves too 
severely. The one is as bad as the other. 
If we are too lenient with ourselves, our 
gross faults appear as if gazed at through the 
wrong end of a telescope and we do not 
recognise them for the blots they are. Thus 
we are inclined to gloss over them and make 
no effort to correct them before they become 
indelibly impressed upon our characters and 
warp our natures. On the other hand, some 
people are fond of morbid introspection and 
exaggerate everything. They dwell upon 
their little failings and imperfections and 
become gloomy apd soured. We must be 
sensible about ourselves, neither winking at

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our own faults nor believing that we are 
altogether bad and that it is no use trying to 
be better. “Self-love is the greatest of all 
flatterers,’ says a French philosopher. We 
must neither flatter ourselves nor be too self. 
reproachbful.
